STANEORD 一 Peking suffered 
a dozen earthquakes of major 
tensity during an 18-hour- period 
July 28-29，according to an eye- 
witness account by MIs， Richard 
Maher，wife of the President of 
Beringer Vineyards, St. Helena， 

(Seismologists in Tokyo and 
throughout the world recorded 
this quake at 8.3 on the open- 
ended Richter scale) 

This temblor lasted a _ minute 
and 10 seconds, during which Mr， 
and Mrs，Maher were thrown 
backward and forward，up and 
down，in their room on the sixth 
floor of the Hotel Peking， They 
were not injured. 

Maher had been invited with 
his wife to the Peoples Republic 
to advise them on wine- Row 
andbottling techniques， 

They had just had one pre- 
liminary talk with Chinese 
officials, during which a series of 
Visits to wineries，vineyards， 
bottling plants, and breweries had 
been scheduled. 

The remaining meetings were 
canceled and the Mahers and 
other foreigners were fown out a 
few days later, she recounted.

The improvised shelters jline 
every Street where there are living 
quarters，shops or buildings，The 
structures stand side by side，two 
or three deep, as far as the eye can 
see in any direction. 

Often they house many families 
under one “roof.” Most are 
oOccupied by elderly or the very 
young during working hours，bnut 
in the evenings the streets come 
alive with -the activity of busy 
family living. 

The shelters “are constructed 
mainly of large sheets of Plastic， 
straw :matting，tar paper，CcanVas 
or heavy cotton materials spread 
over light wood frames Or strung 
on ITopes between trees， Their 
furnishings include wooden or 


iron frame beds or Kangs (low 


sleeping and sitting areas Set on 
bricks)，storage chests，chairs for 
both children and adults and 
quilts and blankets. 

Household utensils and dried 
vegetables hang from lines inside. 
Clothes drying or being aired 
hang outside from the crazy 
network of ropes and wires 
Supporting the structures. The

About .every two blocks an 
open-sided shelter, marked with a 
white flag bearing a bright red 
cross， serves both as first-aid 
center and block Feadquarters， 
Small tables and chairs，white- 
coated attendants and a telephone 
give these shelters the appearance 
of offices. Anyone with a problem 
comes here, 

TRIPS 

During my daily tours I have 
made two trips to the grounds of 
the Summer Palace 20 miles north 
of Peking，where I saw the same 
pattern of outdoor shelters for the 
tens of thousands of residents of 
the newer housing developments 
that surround the city， 

The only signs of life in the 
regular apartment buildings are 
the potted Plants that line most 
balconies. 

Business is brisk along Pekings 
four-block-long main shopping 
street，lined with tall buildings. 
But the fronts of six or seven 
buildings，-apparently weakened 
by the quake，are roped of 侍 to 
prevent pedestrians from Passing. 

One，a six-story department 
store, has a large horizontal crack 
along its base. A corner of the 
facade at the top has fallen， 
damaging one end of the conrete 
canopy over the entrance and 
leaving asmall pile of debris in the 
parking lot in front of the build- 
ing， 

This store is the most dramatic 
evidence of the quakes damage in 
downtown Peking，and passersby 
still collect at the roped barrier to 
gaze at this wonder and exchange 
comments. 

CLOSED 

All shops in the roped-of 任 
buildings are closed and no one is 
permitted inside. The rest of the 
shops and stores on the main 
shopping street are open, but they 
conduct :business either at 
improvised counters at the 
entrances or on frorit Sidewalks， 
where orderly lines of customers 
wait their turn . 

Service shops such as cleaners， 
tailors, .photo shops，shoe repair 
shops and the like take orders at 
the door，A bank dispenses its 
services through two windows of a 
large bus set along the curb. A

AMERICAN JOURNALIST FINDs 
PEKING CALM AMID THE TREMOR* 


Peking， are doing 3a roaring 
business. But customers must take 
their meals outside, apparently no 
particular hardship for the Worker 
clientele. They squat in circles on 
their haunches in that flat-heeled 
way that Asians and Africans do 
with such ease, and seem to enjoy 
their meals very much . 


There are no “abandoned 
buildings in Peking. Even the tall 
buildings are occupied by skeleton 
staff and all buildings are 
patrolled 24 hours a day by their 
own “Maintenance and 下 arth- 
quake Security Units”to make 
sure the only people in the 
buildings belong there.

RUMOR 

The rumor goes thus:“The eva- 
cuation is absolutely unnecessary， 
The government has ordered it to 
Save face” after its failure to 
predict the earthquake. It is an 
attempt to _ further terrorize the 
people and show the world its 
Strength in the face of growing 
discontent led by the “capitalist 
TOaders” 

Yet the rumor makes little sense 
to_ those of us who were in the 
Peking Hotel three days after the 
quake，EFor two hours we felt 
tremors every few minutes and 
were ordered out of the hotel by 
serious-looking quake ”wardens; 
calm but firm . 

Times of national calamity 
make the atmosphere ripe for such 
rumors. But long after the rumor 
is forgotten， 了 Pekings ability to 
function smoothly in the face of 
disaster will be remembered.

PALO ALTO 一 An alert corps 
of teen -aged Red Guards makes 
up much of China's earthquake 
watchers，a Stanford professor of 
geophysics told a lecture group 
Monday, August 9. 

Amos Nur,， just returned from a 
month-long tour of Peoples 


-Republic's seismic facilities with a 


10-man group of U.3，scientists， 
visited towns andq villages from 
Peking to the Manchurian and 
Korean borders，where he found 
the earthquake monitoring to be 
much closer to the people than 
here. 区 

The Chinese, in addition to the 
customary electronic equipment 
for earthquake detection， also 
watch carefully animal behavior， 
water levels and temperature 
changes in the wells， and a variety 
of other phenomena. 

His talk was ilustrated with an 
hour-and-a-half slide show of his 
Photographs， 

In it he showed how villages 
had been rebuilt after a heavy 
1975 quake which 1leveled vast 
areas of northeast China. 

VIGILANT 

The ， vigilant ， earthquake 
watchers had beenm able to alert 
many thousands of people in time 
for evacuation，thus saving many 
casualties, Nur was told . 

Rural China，which is totally 
dark after sundown，has reported 
eerie flickering lights along known 
fault lines just prior to quakes， 
another method of predicting 
tremors, Nur reported， 

Because China is still short of 
reinforcing steel and wood，the 
villages are rebuilt larger and 
better，but -usually in the same 
fashion 一 mud or brick walls with 
tile roofs，which -tend to collapse 
in earthquakes， 

Although the central Peking 
government offters some help to 
quake-stricken Villages，most 
communes visited by the team 
have used their own resources for 
ieconstruction，refusing aidq from 


the capital， 
Peking ，sends _ literature and 
propaganda teams to， bolster 


morale，A _ particular effort is 
made to convince the communes 
to build better homes and schools 
with  _ concrete and steel” rein- 
forcement; Nur noted. 

But the communes must be sel- 
sufficient andq rely on their oOwa 
resources for rehabilitation. Thus 
reconstruetion methods depend oa 
the wealth of the commune. 

The U.S groups arrived home 
just two weeks prior to the massive 
quake in the Peking-Tanshan 
area, Nur recounted. This one Was 
not predicted. 

/ANOMALIES 

For some reason，Nur said， 
although geomagnetic anomalies 
had been noted in the heavily 
populated area，Chinese scientists 
were still studying anomalies 记 
the Shenyang area near the 
Korean border. 

It was here that they Success- 
fully predicted the Haichang 1975 
quake，which allowed massive 
evacuation just hours before the 
temblor struck. 

The U.S，team found their 
Chinese counterparts mystified 
over _ the removal of President 
Nixon from office，since they 
credit the former president with 
saving the Peoples Republic 他 om 
being devastated by a preeimptive 
nuclear strike from the Soviety 
Union ， 

By hints and indirection， 
“nothing specific,” Nur said， we 
got the idea that the 1975 Nixon 
visit to _ China was to honor him 
for advising Russian officials that 
the U.S. would not tolerate such 
action. 

Though the portraits of Marx， 
Lenin, Engels, and Stalin hang in 
many places along with that of 
Chairman Mao，Nur said， the 
Chinese are still greater fearful of 
the Soviets， 二 

Many _ cities， especially those 
near the Russian border，have 
duplicate underground facilities to 
be used in case of war，he 
reported.
